they diſapprove of em; and even they ſometimes for- 


bid their Subjects by contrary Edicts, to comply with 


em under the moſt ſevere Penalties. The Gallican Church 
vigorouſly maintains her Authority, and her Rights, a- 


gainſt the Church that they call Roman, in threatning her 


to chuſe a Patriarch. They do the ſame at Venice, and 
almoſt every where more or leſs. We have ſeen, not 


long ago, an Ambaſſador of France, with a Train of 
above Two hundred Men, enter Rome Sword in Hand, 
in ſpite of the Pope; and thus affront him, upon his 


Pontifical Throne, without daring ro Murmur in the 
leaft; far from having Reeourſe either to the Cannons 
of the Caſtle of Sr. Angelo, or to thoſe of the Vatican. 
And we have very lately ſeen ſome Imperial Troops 


reduce this Great Man to the Will of the Prince who 
bad ſent em, only by roaming about the Proud City of his 

Reſidence. The deteſtable Flatterers that formerly gave 
him the Title of God, have taken Care for ſome Time 


to refrain \from ſuch Blaſphemies ; and the Popes them- 


ſelves ſeem no more to love all thoſe prophane Titles; 
as they alſo ſeem no longer willing that they ſhould at- 


tribute to them the Divine, or rather the enormous 


Power, with which in paſs'd Ages a thouſand and æà

The Territories of Bergamo and Milan are wa- 
ter'd throughout with Rivulets which fall from 
the Alps, and are divided by the Inhabitants, 
into an infinite Number of Canals, which by 
moiſtning the Fields upon Occaſion, prevent 
the ill Conſequences of Droughts, and make 
the Lands extreamly fertile. They cultivate A- 
en Sn . 
The Inundation of the River Adda, which 
comes from the Lake of Como, oblig'd us to leave 
our Calaſhes at a Village call'd Canonica, twelve 
Miles from Bergamo, where we paſs'd over

*Tis true, there are ſome Houſes eſpecially in 
the Strada nuova, that are richly adorn'd with 
Marble, and even the Fronts of four or five of 
em are almoſt wholly built of it, bur theſe are 
all the Marble Houſes in Genoa ; and 1 leave you 
to judge whether this be a ſufficient Reaſon to 
pretend that the hole City is built of Marble, 
or whether it might not be affirm'd on better 
Grounds, That London is wholly buils of Srone, 
or Paris of 5k. * 
But tho' Genoa is not wholly built of Marble, 1 
ie may juſtly boaſt of ſome very beautiful Stru= 
ures ; for the Houſes are extreamly large and 
F faic 
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fair in the five or ſix Streets that are of a conſi- 
derable Breadth, and in the magnificent Suburb 
of S. Pietro d Arena. And beſides, Slate and Glaſs 
are as common here, as they are rare ih moſt 
other Parts of ſtaly. N 
I have heard ſo often of the Gardens in the Air, 
| that are to be ſeen in this City, that I think my 
1 ö ſeſf oblig d to give you ſome Account of em. If 
KF the Relations of Travellers were exactly true, 
2B and Things were calld by their own proper 
Names, thoſe who never ſaw Genoa wou'd not 
form ſuch lofty Ideas of theſe pretended Gardens 
in the Air, as if they were Machins of an Opera, 
3 odr Imitavions of the famous Gardens of Semira- 
0 mis, There is ſo little even Ground in this City, 
= . that, as I intimated before, they are oblig'd to 
make the Streets narrow, and the Houſes very 
high; from whence you may reaſonably con- 
clude, that there is not much ſpare room for 
Gardens. To ſupply that Defect, ſeveral Per- 
ſons adorn the Balconies of their Houſes with 
 Flower-pots, and ſome perhaps cover em with 
Earth, when the Buildings are able to bear the 
il weight of it: Theſe are the Gardens in the Air 
=_ thatmake ſogreata Noiſe in the World,tho' there 
5 . are many other Things that are not ſo much as 
| heeded, which in this ſenſe may be ſaid to be in 
The moſt beautiful Edifices receiv'd no Hurt 
by the French Bombs, which were levell'd directly | 
at the Heart of the City, where the Houſes were | 
thickeſt ; and 'tis but coo manifeſt they were not | 
thrown there in vain; for notwithſtanding all 
the Reparations that have been made ſince, there 
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= are at preſent above Five hundred ſubverted 
= Houſes in one Part of the City: And moſt of 
. the private Sufferers in that general Calamity - 
3 nad che double Misfortune to loſe all that ey 
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had, by loſing their Habitations ; fo that they 
were not only incapacitated to rebuild em, but 
even were not able to pay the Charge of re- 
moving the Rubbiſh. Tis plain then, that they 
who have a Mind to ſee Genoa the Proud, muſt 
not look for it here. 3 Y 
In the Church of Our Lady of the Vineyard. 
they ſhow'd us a Bomb which fell there without 
doing the leaſt Execution, and I believe wou'd 
_ gladly have told us, that this was an Effect of 
its Reverence to fo ſacred a Place, if ſome leſs 
reſpectful Bombs had not thrown down four or 
five other Churches, and as many Convents. 
During that fatal Shower of Fire and Brim- 
ſtone on poor Genoa, the Doge, with thirty 
thouſand Perſons more, took ſhelter in the great 
Hoſpital call'd the Albergo, which being very 
high and large, not only afforded a fate Re- 
treat to a great Number of the Inhabitants, but 
preſerv'd a conſiderable part of their Goods; 
for they brought thither all that cou'd be car- 
ried. They are at preſent working on a Third 
Mole, which will ſtretch further into the Sea 
than the other two, and (they hope) ſecure 'em 
againſt the Danger of a ſecond Aſſault. 
The Haven of Genes is Large, and of a con- 
venient Depth, but it lies open to the Lubeccio or 
African Wind, which is almoſt South weſt, and 
is the moſt dangerous Wind that reigns in this 
Part of the Mediterranean. So that they were for- 
ced to make a little ſafe Harbour within the Port 
for their Galleys, of which at preſent they have 
only Six; to ſo ſmall a Number are the once 
formidable Navies of Gena now reducd.  _ 
The Pharos or Watch-Tower is very high, Bail 35 
which here, as at Roche}, is calbd the Lanthory Lewis NI, 
Toer.
